MOODY’S CHURCH, 
HOW IT PROGRESSES. 

When Brother Moody started from Chicago to 
engage in his great evangelical work in Great 
Britain, be left his congregation worshiping io 
the oid frame structure, a temporary concern 
erected after the fire, at the corner of Ontario 
and Wells streets. Almost immediately after 
the fire in which was destroyed Mr. Moody's 
church on Illinois street, between LaSalle and 
Wells, preparatioos were made for building a 
new one, Before Mr. Moody started for Europe 
some $40.000 bad been subscribed for the - 
pose, and guarantees obtained for from $7,000 to 
$10,000 additional, and Messrs. E. C. Cook, 
Watts, De Golyer, J. M. Hitchcock, George G. 
Robinson, and F. H. Rabel) bad been appointed 
a Building Committee to take charge of the 


pro};@. 

In July 1873, abont two months after Mr. 
Moody's departure, ground was broken on the 
present site ou the northeast corner of La Salle 
street aud Chicagoave: ue for the new structure. 
Work was pushed vigerousiv until early in the 
fall when the panic swept over the country 
damaging business of ail kind, and rather than 
undertake to crowd the subscribers to the build- 
ing fund, many of a hom subsequently foundthem- 
selves in straitened circamstances, the committee 
abandoned the plan for completing the building 
that year, and instead finished off the basement, 
which has been used by the congregation since 
that time. 

All arrangements. however, being complete, 
work was resumed on the church for its comple 
tion, according to the original plan, or the Ist of 
August. The walls are nearly completed and 
work is being so rapidly advauced that the build- 
— * be finished ready for occupancy about 

ec. 1. 

The groand plam is 100 feet on Chicago ave- 
nue by 150 on LaSalle. In the basement there 
will be a lecture-room with seating capacity for 
— 3 1,000 ; librarv and reading- room: pastor’s 

tudy and committee-rooms, and young ladies’ 
rooms and dining-room and kitchen. 

Tbe entire main floor above will be thrown 
into a vast auditorium, with a gallery extending 


round three sides of the hall, and adding tally : 


50 per ¢ent to the seating cavagity, which wil! 
be between 3,000 aod 4,000. The ceiling of the 
main hali will be 30 feet io beight to the cornice. 
from which it will rise io an arch for e 20 
feet additional. The interior will be lighted 
by four mullioned windows in the Chicago 
aveoue front, and five in thgt on LaSalle 
street, besides which there will be 
a Skyliaht 30 feet square. The walls and ceil- 
ings will be ta-tefully frescoed. and the whole 
handsomely finish Externally the church 
will present a plain, massive appearance, re- 
lieved by a heavy circular tower at the corner of 
Chicago avenne and LaSalle streets, which will 
be about 125 feet in beight, and will be cappea 
by a turret, to correspond with which lesser tur- 
rets will surmount the columns between the 
wipdows. 

Since Brother Mooy’s departure, the congre- 
ga ion. continuing to regard nim as their pastor. 
have employed no one to fill the pulpit, bat have 
continued services reguiariv. Dr. Goodwi, the 
Rev. M. Erdman, the Rev. Mr. May, and otber 
ministers at different times preaching there, and 
at other times the pulpit being filled by layuſen. 
among whom were Messrs. David Mootgomery, 
Watts De Golger, and Maj. D. W. Whittle. Up- 
on the completion of the church in December, 
however. it is expected that Mr. Moody will for 
for a short time at least assume bis place in the 
pulpit. The cost of the new structure will be 
about $60,090, making the total expenditure for 
church and lot $82,500. 


EFFORTS AT UNION, 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONFERENCE AT BONN. 
The correspondent of ‘the London Times at 

Bonn gives an interesting accouat of the session 
of the Old Oatholics and members of the Greek, 
English, Americaa Episcopal, and other 
churches. At the first meetirg on Aug. 12 
those present besides Dr. von Dollinger, Bishop 
Reinvkens, and Professors Reusch, Langen. and 
Knovdt, were on the Oriental Side Archbishop 
Genadius and Bishop Melchisedek, from Rou- 
mania; the Archimaodrids Brienios and Anas- 
tasiade, sent by the Patriarch of Constantino- 
ple; Archimandrid Sawa from Beigrade, and 
Proféssor Nicodemus from Dalmatia; Col. 
Kirejef, Secretary to the Friends of Spiritual En- 
lighteoment iu Petersburg; Mr. Javichef, Rec- 
tor of the Ecclesiastical Academy in Petersburg; 
Professors Ossinin aod Philippoff, from tne 
same city; Mr Bonkhotiun from Moscow, and 
Professor Modestow from Kief. One member 
was present from France—M. Theodore de 
Felice, the son of the late well-known Pro- 
fessor at Montauban. The Germano Protest- 
acts were represented by only two 
members — Dr. 31

N. saoas there were Dr. Potter, Secretary 
of the House of Bishops of America, Dr. Pecry, 
Secretary of the Lower House of Clerical Depu- 
ties, and Dr. Scharff. From England were pres- 
ent the Bishop of Gibraltar, the Dean of Ches- 
ter. Canon Liddon, and afew others. Dr. von 
Dolunger opeved the meeting, aad preluded the 
discussions by a survey of what was to be done, 
and of the difficulties to be overcome. He point- 
ed out that ibe great obstructions to the reunion 
of the Western and Eastern Churches lay in con- 
flicting modes of thought. To trace the history 
of these distinctions we had to go back tos 
period when these churches agreed, and then ex- 
amine that which separates them now. The

At the session of the 13th the Archbishop of 
Syra was present, and the five Churches of the 
East—the Patriarchate of Constantinople, the 
Russian, Roumanian, Servian, and Dalmatian 
Churches—-were represented. 

Dr. Do linger opened the discussion by saying 
that the Greek Church was formerly in a differ- 
eut position from that in which it now is towards 
Rome. While the Reformed Churches were de- 
clared heretical, the Greek Church was schis- 
matic. If a member of the Reformed Church want- 
ed to take Catholic orders be required first abso- 
lution by the Pope from his beresy. It was not so 
with members of the Greek Charch. But mem- 
bers of the Greek Church are now heretics if 
they deny the infallibility or absolute power of 
the Pope. There is nothing élse possi- 
ble. The Greeks are now like the Ang- 
licans and the Old Catholics, heretics in 
the eyes of Rome. Now, the French 
theologians would be heretics, Bossuet would be 
a heretic, and even the whole Gallican Church. 
The possibility of reusion through the Roman 
Charch is new destroyed; all hope must be 
given up, but there is a possibility of reunion of 
the Churches through other channels. The whole 
Christian Charch stands divided into two t 
camps. On the one side are 180,000,000 of Ro- 
man Catholics. It is not possible that 180,000,- 
000 of civilized peopie will retain long the doc- 
trines of infallibility and unconditional subservi- 
ence to the Pope as to God. The train of revo- 
lution is laid. and the match is almost fi 
All the historical materiais for it are collected. 
This wes not a hurriedlv-formed opinion. It was 
the result of fifty years’ study. The Bishops did 
not now rebel, but why Gid they ever raise an 
objection to his own views, t8aching as he did 
openly during all these fifty years that the Pope 
had neither absolute power vor infallibility ? 
Ther were only silent. The will of the Lord 
would come to pass. and they had met to see 
— change could be peacefully accom- 
plished. 

M. J nisheff said he thought all Orientals 
agreed ov these points: 1. That the head is 
equally present in all three persons; 2. That the 
special quality of the Father is the fountain of 
both the Holy Ghost aod the Son; of the Son 
that he is tae Son aod chosen of the Father; 3.

Dr. Dollinger said then they were three-quar- 
ters ed.

He proposed that there should be 
chosen two representatives of each Church, 
making a Committee of six. This wae agreed to. 
The object of the Committee, Dr. Dollinger said, 
was to find the dogmatic expressions. apd for- 
mulas beat adapted for agreeing with the East- 
era Church, not different from the general West- 
ern form. 

Canon Liddon thought they might make the 
following concession :

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE INVESTIGATION. 

It would not be proper to attempt to in- 
fluence in any way the conclusions of the 
Government Commission of seven gentlemen 
now here to examine into the condition of 
the Custom-House walls and foundation. 
The Commissioners are from different sec- 
tions of the country, occupy high positions 
in their respective professions, and evidently 
enter upon the investigation with the single 
purpose of going their duty. But there may 
be differences of opinion concerning the ob- 
ject which the Government has in view in 
ordering the investigation, and as to the 
proper mode of entering upon the examina- 
tion. Concerning these, it is entirely le- 
gitimate and proper that we should 
point out to the Commissioners, all 
of whom are non-residents, the pre- 
vailing feeling among the Chicago people, 
who are the principal parties in interest. 
We apprehend, for instance, that Gen. Suita, 
a member of the first Government Commis- 


sion, miscontrues the real purpose of an in- 


vestigation when he says, as he did a day or 
two ago to a reporter, that, regardless of 
the question whether the building will be a 
safe one when finished, it ought to be torn 
down on account of the poor stone,” that 
„% want a building here whieh will be a 
local and national pride,” etc. That is all 
very well, and it is unquestionably what we 
wanted, and what we expected when the 
building was begun. There have probably 
been very serious errors in construction, 
almost criminal neglect in the in- 
spection of the stone, and manifold 
mistakes and serious carelessness that 
mar the beauty of the structure, and 
render it impossible to make the Custom- 
House, if finished up on the present walls, as 
gorgeous and m gnificent as it was intended 
to be. But these mistakes have been inci- 
dent to the expenditure of about $1,250,000, 
and thé question is whether that amount 
shall be sacrificed and the building torn 
down, in order to achieve the high degree of 
architectural beauty at first contemplated. 
The first Government Commission seemed to 
think that the people could afford the loss of 
a million anda quarter in order to secure 
artistie finish and grandeur, and they evi- 
dently reached their con@usions on that 
premise, But the sentiment of the people 
who have to stand the loss is evidently that, 
if the present walls can be carried up, the de- 
fective stones removed, the blotches effaccd, 
nnd a structure attained that will be solid, 
safe, and durable, it is better td goon than 
to incur a loss of over $1,000,000 for wsthetic 
purposes. We take it that the present exam- 
ination should proceed upon this sensible and 
economical basis. 

There is another thing which we may sug- 
gest to the present Commission without 
seeking to influence their judgment against 
the facts as they may find them. The ques- 
tion of the solidity and durability of the 
building depends upon the amount of press- 
ure to the square foot and the capacity of the 
Chicago soil for sustaining it. The first Gov- 
ernment Commission proceeded upon the as- 
sumption that the building, when completed, 
would have a pressure of 4 tons to the square 
foot,while the Commission of local architects 
made their tests on a basis of a pressure of 
less than 2 tons to the square foot. Here is 


‘@ wide difference that would account for 


diverse conclusions. The Supervising Archi- 

tect at Washington seems to be responsible 

for this variation. The first thing for the 

new Commissioners to determine is which of 

these tv’. « ;timates is correct, and then make 

their experiments and draw their conclusions 

accordingly. .Itis simply absurd to require, 

under the present circumstances, that the 

ground shall have the capacity to support 

double the weight which will actually be im- 

posed upon it. 

In regard to the compression of the Chicago 

sub-soil, the Commissioners. will be as likely 

to arrive at a correct conclusion by analogy 

as by any other process of reasoning. The 

best. practical test of what Chicago soil will 
sustain is to be foundin the observation of 
what it has sustained. The Commissioners 
will do well to to look over some of the tall- 
est and heaviest buildings in the city,—such 
buildings as the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Palmer House, the Tremont House, Tux 
Tarsune block, the American Express Com- 
pany's building, the Pacific Hotel, Hoxonz's 
buildings, etc. The average of the soil is 
about the same under all these buildings and 
the Custom-House. Some of them are from 
100 to 110 feet in height, and, allowing for the 
difference in the width of the foundation, it is 
probabie that the pressure per square foot in 
these buildings is as great as there will be in 
the Custom-House when completed. The 
present Commissioners onght to avail them- 
selves of the local experience of Chicago en- 
gineers, architects, and practical builders. 
The City Engineer and the architects who 
made the examination of the walls on the 
part of the city can give the present Com- 
mission the technical reasons and professional 
experiences that led them to the conclusions 
embodied in their report,—reasons which the 
general public would not understand. The 
Government Commissioners should also call 
in other Chicago architects, builders, and en- 
gineers, in order to avail themselves fully of 
local experience, the value of which in re- 
gard to local buildings cannot be overesti- 
mated. 


There is certainly every reason to expect a 
fair and thorough investigation from such 


as to be substantial, solid, and durable, and 
serve all the purposes for which it is in-

PAVING STREETS BY PRIVATE CONTRACT. 

It ought to be generally understood that 
there is only one practical way in which 
the streets of Chicago can be paved, and that 
is by the private enterprise and contract of 
the property-owners on the street to be im- 
proved. A good many thoughtless people, 
who appreciate thé wretched condition of our 
streets, but are not informed as to the obsta- 
cles in the way, wonder why the city’ does 
not put down the pavements and make ‘the 
people pay for them by general taxation. 
The city has not the authority to do this. If 
it had, where would the money come from? 
The people are already paying more taxes than 
they say they can afford to pay. If the pave- 
ment of the streets were at the discretion of 
the Common Council, and to be paid for out 
of the general fund, the outlying wards, 
where pavements are not needed, would, 
probably, be the first to receive pavements, 
and tax-payers in the business districts would 
be bled outrageously for improvements tha: 
are not needed. But all this is out of the 
question, since there is no authority for the 
procedure, and ought not to be. 

There are others who wonder why the 
Common Council does not order the paving 
of certain streets and make a special assess- 
ment on the property to pay forit. Here is 


a sample of a prevalent notion: 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 
Cid, Sept. 2.—Permit me to call attention to 


the bad condition of Michigan avenue, and in the 
future I will spare you so far as Lam concerned, The 
question has been repeatedly asked, Why don't our 
City Fathers pave Michigan avenue? But no one has 
been able to give a satisfactory reply, or throw any 
hght upon the subject whatever. The curbstone was 
laid from Raudolph to Twelfth street some two years 
ago, and then there was some prospect that the work 
commenced would be speedily pushed to completion ; 
but now it seems as if there were no intention on the 
part of our City Fathers to pave the street at all. Since 
the Chicago City Railway commenced running their 
cars on Wabash avenue the travel on Michigan avenue 
bas beer greatly augmented, notwithstanding the street 
isin a terribly bad condition, and, after a slight 
shower, is utterly unfit to drive upon, It being the 
only thoroughfare by which vehicles cam readily gain 
access to the southern part of the city, we see) no rea- 
son why the required improvements should’ not be 
made without delay. Why do not the City Fathers 
make an assessment, and complete the work this year? 
I am sure it would meet with general approval by all 
the residents from Randolph to Twelfth street, as the 
unprovement would great'y advance the price of, real 
estate, and add much to the beauty of the avenue. 
This work has been neglected so long that it seems as 
if immediate action should be taken, and the work 
completed at the earliest possible moment, else we 
may be obliged to wait one, two, or three years, and 
still and our street in the same deplorable condition,

The writer of the above suggestion is evi- 
dently ignorant of the long and tedious pro- 
cess incident to such a course. Under the 
present law (the charter of 1872), 4 special 
assessment requires that the Council appoint 
three of its members as a Commission to ex- 
amine into and report upon the cost of the 
improvement. This having been done, the 
Council orders a petition to be filed in Court 
for proceedings to assess this cost on the 
property-owners. The Court is then required 
to appoint three Commissioners to ascertain 
the comparative value of the improvement to 
the contiguous property, and assess it accoré- 
ingly. This having been done, an assess- 
ment-roll is made out and returned to 
Court. Then notice is served by mail upon 
all the persons on whom an assessment is 
made. After the lapse of the prescribed time, 
the matter comes up in Court, and judgment 
is rendered by default where there are no ap- 
pearances. When there are objections, there 
must be a formal trial before a jury, as in all 
the othor cases at law, and the jury assesses 
the amount to be paid in each case. Of 
course there is an appeal from such judgment 
to the Supreme Court, where the matter is 
buried for years. This is the long and cum- 
bersome process, which requires about two to 
four years from the first movement to secure 
a final paving of the street. 

It will be readily. inferred from this de- 
scription of the length of legal red tape re- 
quired for paving streets by special assess- 
ment that it is utterly impraciicable in a 
large city like this, and particularly when so 
many of the streets should be paved imme- 
diately. The only way for the people of 
Michigan avenue to do is to proceed by com- 
mon agreement to pave their street. They 
can make a better contract than will be made 
by the city. They will get a better pave- 
ment. And, finally, they will get their pave- 
ment immediately, and just as soon as they 
pay for it. If they wait for a special assess- 
ment, it will be two years after a portion of 
the property-owners have paid before the 
work will be done, and the men who pay will 
be at the mercy of the tax-fighters. 


THE GENESIS OF COIN. 

The opponents of gold as the basis of cur- 
rency foolishly assume that mere coincidence 
of views and force of custom is the only rea- 
son why specie money as a standard of val- 
ues passes from hand to hand. Nothing 
could be more absurd. The substance that is 
to serve as money must have value outside 
and independent of its use as money. It 
must be, not simply a representative of val- 
ue, but value in itself. For its function, as 
money, is to exchange for other commodi- 
ties,—that is, for other values. How can 
that which has not value exchange for that 
which has ? 

Every one admits that money of some sort 
is an absolute necessity. The use of money 
supersedes barter in even a low state of civ- 
ilization, and much more fully so in propor- 
tion as civilization advances. When the 
world began to seek a standard sort of money, 
it found that it needed a substance which was 
I) wealth in itself, in order that any one who 
had a valuable thing to sell might be willing 
to take this in exchange for it; (2) possessed 
of large value in small space, in order that it 
might be conveniently carried or secreted; 
(3) infinitely divisible, in order that it might 
be used equally well in large and small trans- 
actions; (4) as nearly indestructible as possi- 
ble, in order that it might not consume, waste, 
or rust away by exposure to fire, water, or 
air, and so fail to be of permanent value; and (5) 
unvarying in value, in order that it might 
serve as a real measure of all other values. 
The world, continuing its search, found that 
just one substance combined all these quali- 
ties, to say nothing of minor advantages, in 
the highest That one was the 
precious metal GOLD. It is valuable in it. 
self outside of all use as money. The remotest 
history gleams with it. From earliest times, 
long before it was used money, down to 
the present day, it has been largely sought 
for other than monetary purposes. It shone 
in the temples of Egypt. 


that Trrvs bore in tiumph from sacked Je- 
rusalem, and which, lost in the fight of the 
Ponte Molle, now rests in Tiber’s yellow 
mud, was forthed of beaten gold. The Isra- 
elites, soon after escaping from bondage in 
Egypt, nearly 4,000 years ago, fell down and 
worshiped a golden calf. China and 
Hindostan use a silver for money, but 
their teeming millions—half the human 
race—thirst for gold for other uses. For 
personal adornment, for royal luxury, for 
decking the tables of Kings and nobles, for 
jewels and female ornaments, for gilding 
watches, gold pens, for decorating altars, and 
temples, and palaces,—for a thousand and 
one uses outside the monetary one,—gold has 
great value. Thus it amply fulfills the first 
requisite. 

11 contains large value in small space. It 
will buy many, many times its own weight or 
bulk in any common commodity. It has this 
value because a little of it represents a great 
deal of labor,—the ultimate source of all 
value. Men dig and delve for days for a 
thimbleful of it, and count themselves for- 
tunate if a year’s exhausting work gives them 
a few ounces of this yellow, glittering wealth. 
If it cost as little labor to make a gold dollar 
as it does to make a paper (so-called) dol- 
lar,” gold would lose this precious quality, and 
some other substance would take its place as 
the world’s money. 

Gold is infinitely divisible. It can be 
reduced to dust or to thin leaves. Nature 
often so reduces it. And it loses no value by 
the division. Quarter the diamond that 
sparkles in a lady’s ear, and the four fourths 


are not worth one-tenth as much as the un- 


divided whole. Quarter the diamond's gold- 
en setting, and each of the fourparts is worth 
one-fourth of the whole. 

Gold is practically indestructible. The 
signet-ring of one of the first Pharoahs gleams 
in a New York museum. The tooth of Time 
cannot gnaw this precious metal. Fire melts, 
but does not destroy it. Water does not rust 
it. Neither moth nor rust corrupts it, but 
thieves sometimes break through and steal it. 
Strange that they should run the necessary 
risk, if, money can be made by simply 
printing one dollar” on any number of 
pieces of green paper. 

Finally, gold is unvarying in value. The 
average amount of labor required to extract 
an ounce of it from the bowels of the earth 
does not change, and so the value of 
the ounce remains substantially the 
same. The merchant does not wish 
to measure his cloth with a yard- 
stick that notes 36 inches to-day, 25 
to-morrow, and 30 the day after. He 
must have a stick that always notes 36. And 
so the world wishes to measure values with 
an unvarying rule, and to exchange all kinds 
of wealth for this kind of wealth. 

Disuse gold as money, and its value in the 
eyes of the world would be almost as great as 
now. Its value would still exceed that of any 
other metal or substance. Its possession 
would still be deemed exceedingly desirable. 
It would continue to be wealth, and men and 
women would covet it with all the present in- 
tensity of feeling. 

For reasons such as these, the world, search- 
ing for money material, stopped when it 
came upon gold and shouted “ Zureka /” 


THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 


The Mayor has uttered threats of removal 
against Mr. Pickarp, the Superintendent of 
our City Schools. That this should arouse a 
wide-spread indignation will not surprise those 
who know the pride which the citizens of 
Chicago take in its Public Sehools, and the 
share which Mr. Pickarp has had in advanc- 
ing them to their present position. The 
threat may be impotent; it may fail of pres- 
ent result; it may seem to do little but re- 
veal the character of him who was weak 
enough to utter it. Yet, like all straws, it 
has its significance, in showing which way 
the wind is beginning to blow in certain 
quarters. It is of ill omen. It forebodes an 
attempt to subject the Public Schools 
to partisan influences. It brings a 
possible danger to the lower depart- 
ments of the system of public instruction 
which has hitherto menaced injuriously the 
highest departments. We refer to the politi- 
cal manipulation of the State Universities in 
neighboring States, by reason of which the 
Presidency and Professorships of those insti- 
tutions have been held by the most uncertain 
tenure,—a fact which has lost them many 
valuable men, has multiplied enemies, and 
has chilled the zeal of friends, casting doubt 
upon the value and stability of the system 
itself. This, of course, aids the assaults up- 
on public education by the Romish ecclesias- 
tics,—assaults which are destined to be more 
vigorously made, and more frequently re- 
peated, as the forces which these ecclesiastics 
wield shall be more thoroughly in hand. 

The dismissal of Mr. Picxarp, should it 
by any possibility be accomplished, would be 
a threefold-injustice: to Mr. Pickarp, to the 
city, and to the profession of teaching. Mr. 
Pickarp is now in the eleventh year of his 
valuable services to the city. This fact is 
itself a certificate of character and capacity ; 
for the Board of Education has conducted. 
our city educational affairs with an insistence 
on a high order of merit in all officers and 
appointees which has secured to it no ordi- 
nary body of men. That fact, moreover, has 
directed attention to their teachers and Super- 
intendent from abroad, and led to numerous 
efforts to secure them for other posts. It 
would be a poor reward to Mr. Pickaxp for 
adhering in past years to his position in Chi- 
cago, and resisting temptation to go else- 
where, to make him now the football of 
partisan dislike. “But he has been 
in the position long enough,” our Mayor 
is reported to have said. One would hardly 
so speak of a valued servant in private busi- 
ness. No wholesale merchant in Chicago 
would give as a reason for dismissing a capa- 
ble and faithful confidential clerk or agent, 
‘* He has had the place long enough!” That 
he had served for ten years with industry and 
sagacity, might be an excellent reason for 
promoting him toa partnership, and giving 
him a profitable share in the busffiess ; but 
not for sending him adrift to seek a new posi- 
tion. We claim for Mr. Proxarp no measure 
of favoritism. Let him be judged by his 
work. If he has nobly administered our 
schools, in the true spirit of his office ; 
if he has brought a ripe experience 
to bear upon their varied interests; 
if he has stimulated teachers and 
scholars to aim at more perfect results; if he 
has infused a veritable esprit de corps into the 
whole service; and if our schools will bear 
comparison with those of any other city,— 
then let him have the opportunity of doing 
the same good work for another ten years. 
It is but simple justice to a faithful public 


* 
insurance companies, business houses, and 
manufactories, are those which have at their 
head old and well-tried men. One reason 
that, during the long contest between the 
North and the South for two genera- 
tions preceding the War, the South 
nearly always gained the advantage 
and carried her point, was that 
she sent able men to Congress, and kept 
them there, while the North was constantly 
changing her representatives. Thus the 
North opposed raw, inexperienced legislators 
to men of training and skill. What Chicago 
needs in her educational enterprises is a 
well-considered and continuous policy. There 
must be a thorough understanding of the 
wants and of the resources of the city, in 
this respect, and a knowledge of what can 
and what cannot be accomplished, based on 
the experience of years. We can afford no 
rash experiménts, no costly novelties, no rude 
manipulations, and, above all, no corrupt sub- 
ordination of the good of the schools to the 
plans of political schemers. No new man, 
even if well versed in the school affairs 
of another State and city, could come to 
Chicago and be well fitted for the post of 
Superintendent, under a residence of several 
years; during which period he would be 
simply gaining the advantages of information 
and universal confidence which Mr. Picxarp 
now possesses. 

We ought to take even a wider outlook, 
Something is due to teaching as a profession, 
to encourage competent men to make it a life- 
work. One difficulty with female teachers is that 
commonly they resort to teaching as a means 
of support until the fitting offer of marriage 
shall come. This is natural and unalterable. 
The difficulty with gentlemen is two-fold: 
insufficient salaries and insecurity of position. 
The latter is much the more serious in de- 
terring well-educated men from devoting life 
to teaching. This must be met, or teaching 
will never rise to the dignity and value of a 
profession, will not attract to it the best 
talent, and will not retain the richest ex- 
perience. We must assure cultivated men of 
a permanent position, Fhich shall give them 
the comfort of a certain support and a fixed 
home. To dismiss, then, such a man as Mr. 
Pickarp from such a post as that of Super- 
intendent of Schools in this metropolis, after 
ten years of faithful and successful labor, is 
to strike a fatal blow at the whole profession 
of teaching. Can we be unwise enough to 
do it? We think it will exceed the power of 
Mayor Cory to persuade the people of 
Chicago to consent to such a deed. And 
were it accomplished, foolish would be the 
man who should leave a position elsewhere to 
accept the uncertainty of a Chicago Super- 
intendency.

TRUE PROGRESS IN DOUGLAS UNIVERSITY. 

The University of Chicago has a way of 
coming up smiling after its battles are over 
and the dead and wounded are got out of the 
way. Its course of instruction has never 
been much impeded by the quarrels among 
its Trustees, for which fact all honor is due 
to the self-sacrificing spirit of its Faculty and 
the sustained spirit and enthusiasm of its 
students. The criticism has never been 
made upon it, even by its most persistent 
critics, that its Faculty is not able, or that its 
work of instruction, so far as it pretends 


to go, is not well covered and faith- 


fully done. It is well known that 
the country contains no better instructor 
in Greek than Prof. Botsz, whose text-books 
have made his name familiar in every college 
in the land. Dr. Marurws enjoys a literary 
celebrity as an author which is due as largely 
to his professional familiarity with English 
literature as to his graces of style and cul- 
ture. Profs. WIA, Frerwan, Howe, 
Dexter, and CLank have also ably sustained 
their respective departments of Chemistry, 
Latin, Mathématics, and of Zoology, Com- 
parative Anatomy, and Physiology. The De- 
partment of Science, recovering from the 
effort made dyring the last year to abolish it, 
has expanded by the recent action of the 
Board of Trustees into a college wherein: sev- 
eral Professorships have been competently 
filled. 

Prof. Jonx W. Cuarx, late organizer and 
director of the celebrated geological museum 
at Kensington, England, and well known 
among British savans as a lecturer upon 
geology and the kindred sciences, accepts the 
Chair of Geology and brings with hima 
cabinet covering the whole range of geo- 
logical, mineralogical, paleontological, and 
archwological science, and complete in its 
adaptation to the work of instruction in these 
departments. Prof. Crarg is a scholar of 
high attainments, and leaves nothing to be 
desired in departments of science which have 
for the past half century exercised a vitaliz- 
ing and renovating influence over the tone of 
public thought upon many questions con- 
nected with the origin and destiny of man. 

Prof. and Brig.-Gen. Hupwut, one of the 
most accomplished educators the West has 
ever known, returns to the University after 
an absence of several years, and assumes the 
very important Chair (under the new regime) 
of Civil Engineering and Physics. During 
his former connection with the University 
Gen. Hupnvut won in large measure the in- 
terest and regard of the students by his clear 
and practical mode of instruction. While 
the railroad mania was sweeping over the 
country the University found it impos- 
sible to outbid the railroad corpora- 
tions, and Gen. Hupnutr was almost forced 
away from his Professorship—an employment 
most congenial to him—into the practical 
superintendence of the construction of sev- 
eral Iowa railroads. Gen. Hupyvur is a 
graduate of Dartmouth College and of its 
Chandler Scientific School, and had a large 
experience in the army during the War in pro- 
jecting fortifications, and other departments 
of war-engineering, which has beer supple- 
mented by an active career as a civil engineer, 
especially in railroad-building. 

Prof. Dexsiow, of the College of Law, will 
instruct the senior class in political economy 
and constitutional and international law. 
The orations delivered by the members of 
the last graduating class contained several 
pointed demands that in future more atten- 
tion should be given to this branch of study. 
Prof. Dzwszow holds views upon political 
economy which bave never been entirely in 
accordance with those of this journal, with 
which, however, for a number of years he 
was connected. If he shall bring to his lec- 
tures on political economy as much originali. 
ty and ability as he exhibited as a journalist 
upon this and other newspapers, he will im- 
bue the minds of the University students 
with a class of opinions upon tariff and 
currency questions which we do not regard 
as sound. It is believed that, in 
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young men and women should receive such 
training as would be beneficial to them in 
other and practical pursuits as well. Every 
true friend of sound and manly education will 
wish the University Godspeed in its new and 
noble work. It is now less necessary than it 
was before for the parents of Chicago tosend 
their youth abroad to be educated.

MARRIAGE AND POVERTY. 

Tun Tarnoxx has received and published a 
host of communications on the marriage 
question, but as yet no workingman — as 
that term is commonly used has appeared 
as a writer. It may be that the hand that is 
used to the saw, the hammer, or the spade, 
has a natural reluctance to wield the pen, but 
this reluctance deprives the largest class of 
the community of a good deal of valuable 
advice. Volumes on volumes have been 
written on the marriage of workingmen, 
from the day when the Rev. Murrnos 
called down upon himself the curses 
of his co-religionists of the Church of En- 
gland by publishing his famous tractate 
against the supposed injunction of the 
Lord: Increase and multiply.” But these 
volumes are practically inaccessible to the 
workingman, who is the party most vitally 
interested in the question. They are to be 
found in every great library, to be sure, 
but they are classed under the head of 
political economy, and are therefore care- 
fully shunned. The average man has 
a foolish idea that he cannot compre- 
hend that science, even in its simplest 
applications, We know that workingmen 
do marry. Children—whom somebody has 
called the coupons on the bonds of matrimony 
—swarm in the streets in which our artisans 
live. But how do the artisans pay their mar- 
ital expenses? If Aborrnes, the clerk, who 
writes to Taz Trisunz of his mournful lone- 
liness, cannot afford to marry on $1,200a 
year, how do Dewwis, the laborer, and Jonx, 
the carpenter, manage to support Bamoer 
and Mary and the young olive-branches on 
their respective incomes of $450 and $650 a 
year? Perhaps part of the explanation is to 
be found in the not-infrequent fact that 
Bripcet takes in washing and mending, and 
Mary does anything that comes handy, 
from sewing to school-teaching. The com- 
mercial traveler with whom Caaruzs Dicx- 
xs dined at Brighton gave him the toast: 
“ "Ere’s to woman, who divides our sorrows 
and doubles our joys.” The common im- 
pression seems to be that woman divides the 
money in our pockets and doubles our ex- 
penses. But this cannot be so among work- 
ingmen. As a class, they spend a larger per- 
eentage of their income in amusements— 
under which comprehensive term we class 
picnics, beer, whisky, tobacco, church fairs, 
etc.—than any other class of the community. 
Their incomes, too, vary greatly. They 
are sometimes out of work for a considerable 
time. Very few of them put in 313 days of 
labor every year. Th@h, too, when they do 
work, their employers sometimes defraud 
them of their dues. If the interior history 
of the countless suits for mechanics’ liens 
could be written, it would tell many a story 
of crying wrong. Under these circumstances, 
the workingman, even when single, saves little 
or nothing. How, then, can he marry? How 
can he hope for a home of his own, a tender 
wife, loving children? Here is a conundrum 
which none of our correspondents have tried 
to answer. Let us hear from some working- 
men and women. 


THE PULLBACK WAR. 

Now that the Herzegovinian revolt begins 
to dwindle away before the savage assaults of 
the Turks, another speck of war looms up 
on the horizon, which will attract more gen- 
eral attention than the Sclavic insurrection. 
This is a war between the Church and Fash- 
ion, between the holy ministers and lovely 
woman, between the Surplice and the Pull- 
back. Upon several occasions and in various 
parts of the country, the parsons have ear- 
nestly, and evidently with much alarm, 
expressed their qonsternation and indigna- 
tion at the the manner in which woman 
persists in pulling her dress back.

There are others 
who launch the fiercest fulminations of 
pulpit wrath against all who contin- 
ue to pin, tie, or pull back their 
dresses. Among the latter is the Cath- 
olic. curate of St. John Baptiste, im the 
Province of Quebec, who has boldly taken 
the bull by the horns and announced that no 
woman shall partake of the Sacrament in his 
church who wears her dress low in the neck 
and who pulls it back. Most of the clergy 
are rather diffident, and handle the Pullback 
delicately, but this curate goes at it as LuTHER 
went at the devil, and flings his inkstand 
with clerical vim and righteous wrath. 

On the other side, there is great activity 
in the female camp. So far from being 
intimidated, they are preparing for a forward 
movement by pulling their dresses still fur- 
ther back, even at the risk of walking com- 
pletely through them im front. The latest 
bulletin relative to the fall fashions in New 
York (and what woman in New York does 
every woman from Eastport, Me., to San 
Francisco will do) comes from Jznnre Jong, 
who is recognized as a fashion authority the 
country over.

Now, it only remains for the 
friends and physicians of drunkards to ascertain 
whether they require restraint in a luustio 
asylum or a voluntary residence in a Washing- 
tovian Home. lo other words, the theory is 
beautifal, but the practice is exceedingly doubt- 
ful and daugerous.

Miuwavers, Wis., Sept, 3.—Next Wednesday,

WHEN AN INDIAN MAY BE A WHITE, 
LIQUOR LAW. 
An interesting case of selling liquor to Indians 
has been decided dy United States Commissioner 
Bioodgood. Joseph Youngs, of Shawano Coun- 
tv, was charged with anla»tully selling liquor to 
an indian. Defendant keeps a saloon near a 
railroad, fully 40 miles from the nearest Indian 
settlement, end the alleged lodisen came ia, with 
a crowd of others, in no respect differing from 
an average Woodsman in either speech or per- 
ona appearance, and the defendant, not being 
blessed with the powers of divination, sold him 
liquor. The Commissioner held that under such 
einrcumstances the defendant could not be con- 
sidered to have committed an offense, and 
ordered his discharge.

Large steamers, chartered for the purpose, take 
out passengers at 50 cents a head to witness the 
novel seusation of a man walking about in the 
waves, or floating about on their top very much 
like an animated cork. Quinn jumps in from 
the lower gangway of one of the steamers, and 
some adventurous citizen in ordimary attire fol- 
lowa, the armored man catching and supporting 
him. The firet to attempt the feat was Mr. 
Louis Durr, of the Sentinel, who is an excellent 
swimm@er. The result was very interestiog, Mr.

THE EXPOSITION, 
THE DISPLAY OF PICTURES, 

The curtains are down at the Exposition gal- 
Jeries, and there is a sound of busy preparation 
behind them. Mr. Stafford and Mr. Beard, the 
Chicago Committee of Artists, and their assist- 
arts are hanging the pictures, and have advanc- 
ed so far that they do not besitate to make the 
most confident promises of the value and suc- 
cess of the exhibition. Nobody but the author- 
ities and the omnipresent prese, not even 
the artists, are admitted, and on the 
eve of the opening of the exhibition 
it is not desirable to publish a mass of details 
respecting so large a collection of pictures soon 
to be open to the inspection of the public. 
There will be five or six hundred pictures, half 
of them at least worthy of comment. In order 


to make some approach to doing this important 
collection justice, Tus Trisuwe will begin 4 se- 
ties of articles Wednesday, the morning of the 
opening of the gallery to the .pubiic, and 
continue them through the succeeding week 
at such length as appears desirable and useful. 
These articles will aim at the character of ro- 
views rather than critical ootices, with the ob- 
ject of furnishing a guide to persons seriously 
interested in the study of fine art. by which they 
may direct their attention to the valuable points 
of the exhibition, with sufficient information 
about the artists and their works and standing 
to aid in arriving at an intclligent judgment. 
The interesting feature of the exhibition, in 
which, perhaps, it surpasses any previous col- 
lection ever opened to the public, is its 

COMPLETE ILLUSTRATION OF THE BEST CONTEMPO- 

RANEOUS AMERICAN ART. 

The Eastern artists are less known here than 
at home, and some account of the career and 
characteristics of the more important of them 
will be more valuable than an attempt to point 
out their technical merits and defects; to do 
which, in the case of artists of such abjlity and 
varied styles as the leaders of the National 
Academy, probably no person in this city 
is fully competent. Notice is given in 
another place that Wednesday is Buyers’ Day,” 
when persons intending to purchase will be ad- 
mitted upon anplication to the Exposition office 
for special tickets. 

For the excellence of the exhibition the public 
is indebted to the enthusiasm of 4 few men, 
whose exertions it is but fair to recognize before 
they make their final bows and retire behind the 
result of their labors. Their names are saf- 
ficierit guarantee that evervtbhing covnected with 
the conduct of the exhibition, the arrangements, 
and the sales, will be honorable and stfraightfor- 
ward. 

THE FINE ART COMMITTEE, 
as has been before mentioned in these columns, 
consists Of Franklin MacVeagh, Chairman; E. 
B. MeOagg. W. E. Doggett, J. F. Stafford, A. B. 
Mason, W. L. B. Jenney, aud P. B. Wight, the 
last two being especially devoted to the house- 
hold art department. The work of collecting 
the pictures for the gallery has fallen miostiy 
upon Mr. Mason and Mr. Stafford, the former 
conducting the correspondence and doing a 
great deal of the quiet and invisible work. Yo 
MR. STAFFORD 

fairly belongs a large share of the credit of the 
conception and execution of the peculiar exhibi- 
tion which we are about to witness. He nas 
long been a genuine enthusiast about pictures, 
and hus enjoyed the personal friendship of the 
prineipal artists all Over the country. Without 
ever being a dealer, he has in the last twenty 
years acted as agent in the sale of many thou- 
sands of dullars’ worth of pictures, not for com- 
missions but from friendship for the artists. 
Immediately on being appointed to the 
Fine Art Committee of the Exposition Mr. Stat- 
ford conceived the idea of making the exhibition 
of this fall a distinctively American display, and 
of doing this without the assistance of Eastern 
art dealers,—a project which most persons fa- 
miliar with such things thought hopeless. Com- 
missioned by the management of the Exposi- 
tion, Mr. Stafford went to New York last 
spring, and, in a short time, through bis 
personal relations with the artists, secured 
the hearty co-operation of Whittredge, 
toe President of the National Academy, 
of Willem Beard, Huntington, Hart, Le Clear, 
Eastman Johnson, Gifford, and other prominent 
Academicians, after which it was ap easy matier 
to enlist the assistance of other artiste all over 
the country. To these men we are indebted for 
the groaps of pictures, from six to adozen in 
each, hung in accordance with the designs of the 
artists, and draped separately, which now oc- 
capy three of the galleries, and consitute so 
beautiful a feature that it is difficnit to 
refrain from describing them at orce. Besides 
obtaining the pictures of these artists, many of 
which have never been exhibited before, Mr. 
Stafford has been indefatigable all the season 
in looking up and borrowing from the owners 
valuable pictures from private galleries East and 
West. with the whereabouts ef which nobody 
is better acquainted. 

Two private dealers only have been allowed 
to contribute to the exhibition, Mr. R. E. 
Moore and 8. P. Avery; and to these gentlemen 
the acknowledgments of the Art Committee and 
the public are due for some valuable pictures.

DOMESTIC FURNITURE. 
THE FOUNDATIONS OF GOOD TASTE. 

A few wore words respecting the foundations 
of good taste in domestic furniture wiil not be 
supurfiuows. Authority is to be regarded with 
circumspection in five art as in other depart- 
ments of human knowledge. Ruskin, Eastlake, 
and Hamilton are good counselors bat bad mas- 
terse—not worse than others— but a slavish atti- 
tude towards anybody's will vr opinion is un- 
wholesome. There are no means of arriving 
at good judgment of pictures, statues, or house- 
bold furniture, save by an acquaintance with the 
principles of sound ar}, and the cultivation of 
good taste by réading, reflection, and, especially, 
observation. The ipdividual opinions of great 
writers will never answer our private and inde- 
pendent purposes. The chief benefit to be 
hoped for from the present furniture reform is 
not the adoption of some old English 
fashion of making sofas and sideboards, but 
our release from fixed fashions altogether, the 
application to our personal needs and wishes of 
the general principles of correct taste. When 
this is done we shall haye furniture that is at 
the same time sensible, comfortable. and taste- 
ful. Let it be repeatea,—tbhe chief benefit to be 
hoped for from the furniture reform is 

A RELEASE FROM FASHION. 
This is emphatically the most valuable idea 
that can be urged upon our householders in their 
present stage of development. The ty: anny of 
fashion is obvions on every hand, it need not be 
expatiated upon. When we see a glesm of light 
on any side, some sensible idea, and make to- 
ward it, fashion as likely as not is there before 
us. and adopts the sensible idea, and carries it 
farther,—to an excess, of course,—and puts 
upon it a high price, aud gives it a name, and 
lo, the sensible idea has vanisbed! Tuts is the 
danger of the rage for Eastlake furniture.“ 
The very name indicates it. 
WHO Is THIS EASTLAKE, 

that he should mle over us? Why, he is the 
former Director of the Britisn National Gallery, 
an accomplished artist, and an eminent art 
scholar. Nevertheless, he is not infallible, and 
knows heis not. He has been more than once 
egregiously taken in by spurious pictures in 
buying for the National Gallery, and preferred 
to repose his Aren upon the critical eye of 
8 certain well-known dealer. He has produced 
ove of the best books upon Honsehold 
Taste which we have, fvll of good prin- 
ciples and good hints, but suited to a richer and 
more fixed society than ours, aod strongly mark- 
ed with & personal taste for a particular heavy 
oid English style, whien we are at liberty to adopt 
or not, as we please. Fashion nas seen the 
opening, and has seized upon him, Already we 
hear the confident objection, “‘ Oh, but it is not 
Eastlakian,“ as though this were of any impor- 
tance, The fact is that it is not of the 
least consequence whether our carpeis, er our 
wall-paper, or our chairs and tabies, are 
in accordance with the taste of Eastiake or 
Dresser, of England, or of Mr. Jenney or Mr. 
Clarke, of Chicago, or anybody else, provided 
they ans er our purposes well, and do not vio- 
late the sensible, sound principles of good taste 
which are the masters of the masters. The 
aflectation of a taste for Eastlake fur- 
niture ” 80. ..commonly professed, of- 
ten by very vulgar and ill-educated people, is 
no beiter than anv other fashion, sud probably 
will pot endure any longer. The predilection of 
the English authorities for heavy, straight work 
is well known, and their. influence is 
undoubtedly good in view of the outrageous 
use. of woodwork made in almost all 
our handsome furniture. Yet it may be ques- 
tioned whether they do not carry the prineiple 
too far. It is founded, as they declare, upon 
the idea of. working in accordance with the prop- 
erties of the material employed, umng wood for 
example, always in the diréction of the grain so 
as to preserve its greatest strength. It is sur- 
prisiog, however, that

If wood does 
not fit, it ought to be made to fit. Much of the 
Eastlake furniture would furnisn but a slight 
clew to the sort of animal that uses it, 
the adherence to straight lines being persisted 
in to a degree that amounts to bigotry. Objec- 
trons to ornamental curves in straight-grained 
and inflexible wood, scroll-sawing, and unneces- 
sary kinks in the legs of black walnut tables and 
chairs, are unquestionably sound. gut what is 
the objection to a bent rail across the back of a 
chair? There ws no danger of persons who do 
not understand wood-work being offended 
by it, snd those who do, are weil 
aware that there is no difficulty in giv- 
ing the curved bar all needful strength. 
What real-objection can be made to the bent

HOME ARTISTS, 

MISS A. C. SHAW. 

There is always satisfaction in noticing the 
success of steady and faithful efforts to rise 
above the average of excellence, and to emergo 
from the rank and file of contented mediocrity. 
When, tinder the present disadvantages, a woman 
succeeds in thus singling herself out from her 
contemporaries, there is still greater pleasure in 
recognizing the fact. Unless appearances are 
deceptive, there is a young ladyin Chicago, a 
landscape artist, who is actively engaged in this 
process, and likely to give the sterner sex 
occasion to look to their laurels 
before she has done With them. 
Her name has ocgasionally appeared in the cata- 
logues of Chicago exhibitions simply as A. C. 
Shaw,” with nothing to inaicate that it belonged 
to a woman, as there certainly was nothing ino 
ber pictures to limit them to either sex. Miss 
Annie C. Shaw is the name known to the artists, 
as it ought to be to all the artistic public, Miss 
Shaw is the daughter of a physician in the 
southern part of the city, and has a studio in 
the Metropolitan Biock. She paints solely laud- 
scapes, and her best pictures are cimple 
in their subjects, and of modern size. 
There bave lately been standing in her 
studio views in Keene Vallev, New York, on 
the Merced, Colorado, a compésition of willows 
and amarsh, sketches at Calumet, at Swamp- 
scott, Mass., and other studies. These are ail 
good.—the largeet, but not the best, being ine 
Adirondack view, Keene Valley. This picture 
and the marsh willows, with some other paiut- 
ings of simular character, will be exhibited in the 
Exposition, and attention is called to them be- 
cause they are meritorious home pictures, and of 
Such quiet character thai they are likely to be 
Overlooked in the presence of other more brill- 
lant works. 

There are some rather tremendous pieces of 
coloring in the Chicago gallery, if the present 
hanging is adhered to aiust which other pic- 
tares will have abard struggle; but far be it 
from us to add to the desperate troubles of a 
conscientious Hanging Committee who have as 
much difficulty in pleasing their subjects as an 
executioner in hanging a felon to his satisfac- 
tion. Miss Shaw's most characteristic pictures 
are the simple 1 vf low, grassy country 
and trees,—modest subjects, but not to be de- 
spised on that account, since they are as elab- 
orate as those on which Corot won his great 
fame, and of not dissimilar character. Their 
merit is chiefly in the self-control which has 
kept the artist well within her own powers, and 
_the exceedingly, and somewhat inexplicably, 
Pleasing sentimesct which she has man- 
aged to impart to them.—a  quslity 
the value of which in & young 
artist cannot well be over-estimated. There will 
be opportunity to say more of them when the 
exbibitiea is opened and the public admitted to 
see them. 

It is not to be supposed that Miss Shaw, 
though young, bas attained such good results 
without long training. On inquiry it appears 
that she began peneil-drawing at 10 years old, 
and oil-paintiong at 14. For four years she was 
in Mr. Ford's studio, and it is an indication of 
strength that she bas been able to liperate her- 
self quite thoroughly, from the mannerisms of 
her teacher. while retaining the technical skill 
acquired from him. She is to be counted 
not as one who has ‘already attained” 
any more than any other young artist, but as 
ono of the most promising workers we have. 
The studies which bave hitherto been c ufined 
to Chicago—excepting 1 journeys—ought 
to be—aud it js hqped will "be—continued in the 
best schools at the East aod abroad. 

MISS SARAH CLARKE S WORK.

ground, She has traversed I asa true Dante pil- 
grim, and these two beautiful books, unique and rare 
gems, are the results of ber intelligent labor. Mis; 
Clarke, it must be remembered, was the only pupil 
Washington Alston ever bad, if we except the lessons 
and counsel that great American artist gave to Mr, 
Buchanan Read, when he was a young artist, n- 
ning his profession years ago, in Boston, But Miss 
Clarke was a veritable pupil in the full signification of 
the word; and after a long, quiet, artistic life, she pre- 
sents her contribution of a Woman's Work to the 
Woman's Department of the United States Centennial 
Exposition, in this nighly refined and exquisite form, 
MR, J. BULLOCK. 

Geneva Lake, besides its attractions as a wa- 
tering- place. boasts a good landscape artist in the 
perron of Mr. J. Bailock. Mr. Bullock at pres- 
ent keeps the pot boiling by taking photographs, 
and is chiefly known io that — ; but he was ed- 
ucated an artist in Philadelphia with the Mo- 
rans, aod keeps up bis practice by painting bits 
of scenery nt Geneva where there is an 
abundance of charming subjects. Some of his 
smaller sketches are very pleasing. Of larger 
pictures he has searcely anything finiebed, but 
some skies and other fragments are very vigor- 
ously and naturally blocked in, with 4 recogniza- 
ble likeness in style to Thomas Moran. Tueir 
fanuit is not weakness, and, while the pictures 
may not go beyond Nature at certain times in 
brillianey, they are painted on too bigh a key for 
the taste of most people. Mr. Bullock has lately 
painted a picture of Mr. Sturges’ steam yacht. 
the Arrow, with a landscape, and has a jake 
view lu grogrees’for a family spending the sum- 
mer n Geneva, io which he is to introduce the 
children in a boat in the foreground, A eketch- 
ing class of children go out with Mr. Bullock 
every moruiug to draw 1 pencil from Nature. a 
most sensible idea, and they make sarprisingly 
good sketches for their years. Mr. Bullock had 
recently come to Chicago and had a studio in the 
Opera- House or the Academy at the time of the 
fire. and was badly burnt out, since which he has 
been buried in Geneva. 

ARTISTS AND EMPLOYERS. 
THE RELATIONS BETWEEN TH*®M. 

In this age of photographs, when thousands 
of pietures are done, for one that was done fifty 
Years ago, there bas grown up & class, half 
artistic, half commercial, to supply the great 
demand, and success is more certain in pho- 
tography by a combination of these qualities. 
In former times the commercial man and the 
artist had little in common with each other. 
They looked at matters from 4 different point of 
view, and, though not antagonistic, but far 
otherwise, for wealth must accumulate before 
art can exist, in any high degree. Yet their 
aims and culture were so very different that, 
when their interests happened to clash, they 
were apt to have little sympathy for each other, 
for each had to be guided by the rules and cus- 
tome which governed their respective callings. 
Few are aware, perhaps. that there is 3 differ- 
ence between the rules, laws, or customs which 
regulate the dealings of the artist and the man 
of commerce, but that there is a difference, and 
what that difference is, and where it lies, it will 
be my purpose to try to explain, and also. their

Busivess is business.” it ia not, 
therefore, unnatural if the artist class shouid 
think the strict man of commerce mean and mer- 
cenary if he mereiy acte as be bas been taught 
to think right. 

The artist may be more or less scrupulous 
than the man of commerce, but his means of 
deceiving, or overteaching. are limited to puff- 


that is rarely dove, except by dealers. ‘The mind 
of the artist is almost exclusively occupied in 
looking as Nature and the best examples of art; 
lu Observing tre most pledsing manner tp which 
objects are grouped, and under what light and 
shade thev have the best effect; wust arrange- 
ment of color will de most barmonious, add most 
delight the eye of the spectator. To creates 
thing of beauty is bis chief aim and purpose. 
He also is perpetually op the wateb to catch the 
living manners, to seize ali the beauties of Na- 
ture, and to trausmit them ‘by his art for the 
todd of ail: This bas a tendency to liberalize 
uis ideas. By connecting the happiness of others 
with nis own he feels a sympathy. ior all. but 
this bas s tendency. when carried too far, to 
render him improvident, and, perhaps, as a rule, 
the literary man and tue artist are far less provi- 
dent than the commer nal. In their enthusiasm 
for their art, and long and deep study of it. they 
are apt to forget the remuneration for their labor, 
—at least that is a secondary consideration with 
many artists, and for this the commercial class 
are apt to style them fools. No artist can af- 
ford to let a work out ot his hands unfinished. 
No artist who deserves the name but will have 
hie work as well done ashe possibly can do it, 

and im countries where art bas been long culti- 
vated, this fact is tacitly concurred in by the 
art-loving pubhe, and a law is fouuded upon is 
Thien reguiates the decision of the courts. 
That is, when aman has seen a specimen of an 
artist's work, and afterwards gives him an order 
for @ painting, bust, or statue, the artist is of 
course the sole judge as to when it is finished, 
or as well as he can make it, and the price 
agreed on, for the artist’s usual charge must be 
paid. Orif parties agree to request the Court 
to bame some artist of note to give his opinion 
this is heid to be fair and just, because when 
bis employer selected the artist he (having seen 
a sample of his abilities) selected at the same 
time the quality of the work to be done. He 
was probably no judge, never having made art 
his study, and if the artist attempted to alter the 
work to please bim. he might mjure his own 
reputation. To alter a work of art to please one 
totally ignorant of the rules of art is almost i- 
faliibly sure to spoil it, and no artist should ever 
attempt it. J 

In this Western country—comparatively new— 
art is ouly beginning to be appreciated, and it is 
quéstionable if there ever was a “country so 
young aud eo far advanced in drt. But of 
course there are here, as everywhere else, many 
people who are well-to-do in worldly matters, 
but know nothing of art, thouch otherwise well 
educated, and who think they can order a 
work of art as ther would s baie of 
goods, and have it exactly done to please them. 
Why not? It is their money that is to pay for 
it. Now the worst of it is they are perfectly sin- 
cerg and honest about it, and it is hard to get 
them to see that. it is very uoreasonable, very 
absurd. They do not see, and, of course, can- 
not consider, the difference there is between an 
article of commerce and aworkof art. By s 
skillful merchant the quahties of goods cay be 
specified with nice exactness, and he can have 
them precisely to order. But who can give a 
specification of the qualities of a work of art? 
Let the most intelligent man of commerce try 
his band te specify what are to be the qualities 
be desires a simple head-size portrait to have, 
what the pose and air of the head is to be, how 
deep the shadows or high the light, and what 
the tone and color, and, above all, what the ex- 
pression to be given to eyes and mouth, etc. If 
he don't nd his mistake he must be incapable of 
seeing anything whatever. 

The thing cannot be done, and any one who 
reflects, and can comprehend the difference here 
mentioned, will sce the impropriety, if not in- 
justice, of interfering with the artist at all to 
induce him to alter his work to please his em- 
ployer. It is true the work may. or rather must, 
be imperfect when finished, but so was the sam- 
ple he saw, by the same hand, which pleased 
bim, or be wouldn’t have employed him. He 
bas no right now to turn round and say he does 
not like it and willnot pay for it, after keeping 
him weeks, perhaps months. at work, and no 
honorable man who knows anything of art will 
do it. Until our law-jadges, however, learn 
something of art, or at least the differencé bo- 
tween a work of art and an article of commerce, 
it will be vain to look for a correct decision in 
any disputed case where art is coucerved. 

It will sometimes happen that an artist, by an 
effort, pe: haus unconscious to himself. surpasses 
bis usual merit, dod if his employer be wealthy, 
and appreciative of artistic excellence, be wili 
give the artist according to his judgment, a check 
for as much as be deserves—double, or even 
treble, his usual charge; not from a feeijng of 
charity or generosity, but because he believed it 
was justly due to the artists genius and industry. 
An instance of this occurred a few years after 
the battle of Waterloo. Tue Duke of Welling- 
ton met Witkie at dinner one day, and having 
seen his “Blind Fiddler” and other of his 
works, he requested the artist to paint a picture 
for him of the like kind. Wiikie asked the Duke 
what was to be toe subject. Oh, something in 
my own way,” said the Duke. Wilsie selected 
the subject of the Chelsea pensioners, on bearing 
the news of the great battle just as soon as it 
arrived in London. The Duke was so much 
pleased with the subject, and mode of treating 
it, that, théugh 500 guneas was about the 
price Wilkie usneliy got for similar. pictures, 
guineas for 
this picture, and the engraver paid him the game 
amount for thej copynght, with leave to pubijsh 
the engraving. The Duke of Sutherland gave 
Sir Thomas Lawrence 1,500 guineas tor a whole 
length portrait of his wife and child, although 
500 was Ins customary price for full leugth ; but 
the Dachess was the beauty of all England, aud 
chief of the ladies in waitiog on the Qneen, and, 
whether Sir Thomas made an extra effort to ex- 
cel bimself on this portrait it is hard to say, but 
the Duke took this mode of marking bis appre- 
ciation of the work, and, to have the approvai of 
such men. who were noble by ature, as well as 
by courtesy, was more gratifying to the artist 
than the money. Among the less wealthy it is 
not unusual in cities where artis cultivated, to 
find similar instances of art being appreciated, 
beyond the artists’ demand, from ten to a hun- 
dred guineas ; but it would bem vain as weil 
as unreasohable to expect any such gc- 
tion in a merely commercial man, eveu after 
he has acquired a. fortune, unless he bas bad a 
long training in art matters. And here is seen 
the pr. difference between the commercial 
rules of action and the artistic. If the artist see 
that, by some change of the design, or light and 
shade, or color, he can retider his work five or 
Six times the value of what be had agreed for, 
he will not hesitate an instant to do it. even 
though it cost him more labor; but it would 
pever do for a merchant to increase thé vatue of 
the goods sold ata stated price 1 cent béygnd 
the price agreed to; and bere in this commercial 
community though the artist may produce s 
work of ten times the value of what was bar- 
gained for. he used not look fora doilar more, 
for the reason that bis employer cannot see or 
appreciate the increased value, from want of ar- 
tistic training, not from want of will. The mer- 
chant can increase the value of his goods — Bo 
the expense of his purse. or by slow hard labor. 
The artist by a mental effort. quick as thought, 
and with but little mechanical labor. may in- 
crease the value of his work indefinitely. 

And now that Chicago, like other large and 
fine cities, bas gotten its parks and boulevards 
suitable to its requirements, we may trust the

Another of the neighbors, whose tidv apvear- 
ance and well-kept apartments testified to her 
being a good housewife and in tolerably well- 
to-do circumstances,—a middle-aged lady of 
intelligence,—said she had several times called 
on Mrs. Quackenbush, and, though she thought 
the old woman wholly unfit to be trusted with 
the care of babies a few weeks old, said she 
thought better of Mrs. Q. since having seen ber. 
The old woman had to earn ber own board, and 
ecemed to think she had a right to earn it that 
way; she was not positively cruel to the babies, 
but of course did not care for them as a mother 
would, and when they cried dosed them with 
soothing syrup, or scared them, or shook them 
ronghly, or scolded them, to keep them 
quiet. That naturally sickened the little 
ones, and, with only a diet of cows’ 
milk or a preparation of condensed milk. 
of course they died. What else could be ex- 
pected of hired care of babies of that age, taken 
from their mothers and given omt to strangers 
to be kept for $3 a week ? 

The reporter did not reply, but it occurred to 
bim that nothing else could have been exnected, 
and that it was what must have been anticipated 
both by the mothers who left their babies thore 
and by the old woman who received them. It 
certainly seemed to be what had happened. 

The question whether 

THE PARENTS 
of any of the children had become known in the 
neighborhood was also put to the lady. 

Ives told of the mother of one of them by 
the old woman. who is quite talkative, and who 
always found out somehow who the parents 
wore, that she might get her money of them,” 
was the auswer.

Another woman living in the block, in re- 
sponse to inquiries, said that she had seen the 
baby that died in April—a little girl only about 2 
months old. Oneof the babies that had died, 
and which she bad seen, was brought there when 
it was only a week old. It didn’t eat avything, 
and the old woman took no trouble co give it any 
nourishment, and it was slowly piving away,— 

SEEMINGLY STARVING TO Darn. 

She asked the old woman why she didn't get 
a doctor, and also give the child some nourishb- 
ment. In reply the old woman told her the 
child’s mother bad said the child would die, for 
the priest had told her it would die within a 
month, and that she (Mrs. Quackenbush) was 
not to feed it. Whether the old woman did let 
tue child starve to death is not known, though 
that seems hardly possible. But child died 
within a few davs. 

The above is sunbstanttally all that was elicited 
from the neighbors, some half-dozen or more of 
whom were ioterviewed, and who all agreed in 
their statements that four babies had died in 
Mrs. enbush's charge, aod that a fifth had 
been taken away Friday apparently in a dying 
condition.

Ralston a Defaulter to an Amount Some- 
where Between $3,000,000 
and $4,000,000. 


A Large Overissue of Stock Dis- 
covered and Provided for. 


Pailure of a Bank at Norfolk, Va. 


San Francisco, Sept. 4.—The Bulletin pub- 
lished an editorial this evening in which, after 
referring to the course of the paver with regard 
to the Bank of California and Ralston, it says: 
“When the bank suspended last week we 
thought it our duty to protect as far as possible 
the depositors and other creditors. of that in- 
stitution. We published just so many facts as 
we believed would best serve the purpose, and 
no more. We then said that the failure was 
owing to the mismanagement of the late 
President, aud that this mismanagement was, 
in short, within the knowledge of tbe Directors. 
For these statements we were roundly abused. 
The vicious press undertook to marshal all cor- 
rupt elements against us. We were in posses- 
sion of facts which we could not state, because 
we were most anxious that the Directors should 
if possible contrive some wayof extricating 
themselves. We preferred to suffer the assaults 
of enemies ratherthan to give the facts ata 
time when they might furnish complote vindica- 
tion of our attitude towards the bauk, but 
might at the same time hinder and possibly de- 
feat the plans which the Directors were devising 
for the protection of the creditors of that insti- 
tution. The Directors. some of whom have al- 
wars been stanch friends of the Bulletin,. and 
are so now, have perfected their plans, and have 
seltied on a basis of action whoroby every credi- 
tor of the bank will be fally paid. We have full 
confidence both in the amity sud in the good 
faith of these men. They will redeem their 

ledge, and may ulimately make the 

ank stronger even than the one which 
suspended. It was time that the Bulletin 
should be relieved from secrets which it has 
been abused for keeving.. We therefore propose 
to ask consent of the Bofrd of Directors to re- 
lieve us from any further obligation to keep 
secret some focte within our knowledge. Hav 
ing done our best to protect others, itis part of 
our duty to protect ourselves. We are now 
authorized by D. Mills to say 
that the late President did, without 
the knowledge of the Directors. use privately 
from $5,000,000 to 64.000, 000 of the bank's re- 
sources, which amount remains unpaid. This 
was the cause of the recent failure. Probably 
eleowhere this would bave been set down aga 
defalcation. We are also authorized by the 
same authority to say that thére was 
an overissue of stock, which over- 
issue has now been provided for, The particu- 
lar use which was made of this larze sum of 
money it is not our dnty to mention. When 
these discoveries were made, the connection of 
the late President with the inetitution was at 
once severed. Between 23,010,000 and 84.000, 
000 of money bad gove out of the bank without 
the knowledge of a single director.” 

It has been reported that the Bank of England 
was largely indebted to the United States Mint 
here. Tho Mint bed been refining for the Bank, 
and the sunpored indentedness (it was thought) 
as incurred through that channel. The Super- 
intendent of the Mint states to-day that, on the 
contrary. the Mint owes the Bank $125,000, pay- 
able on demand. 

There is nothing new ‘to report in financial 
circles this morning. Quiet and coofidence pre- 
vail. Business is moviog in the usual manner. 

Waentnorton, Sept. 4.—The total amount of 
gold that bas been transferred to San Francisco 
banks and business men is $2,501,000. Another 
$590,000 may be transferred on Monday, from 
the bullion account of the Mint.

MASONIC. 
THE ROMAN CHURCH AND MASONRY. 

The London correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post discusses very sensibly the pecul- 
iar ideas of the Roman Catholic Church as to 
Freemasonry and the venalties which it pre- 
scribes for membership in the institution by one 
of the “ true faith.” Following is the essential 


portion of the letter : 

There is no more striking sign of the times than the 
real of the Roman Catholic clergy im proselyting. 
Within the past few years that body has entirel 
changed its attitude, being contented formerly wit 
mere toleration, and showing no open desire to gain 
converts and supremacy. Now, however, the case is 
changed, and the Roman Catholics are asserting them- 
selves in a variety of ways, It is curious that one of 
the stumbling-blocks they meet with is the existence 
of Freemasonry, A convert, who is also a Freemaeon, 
has not only to abjure Protestantism, but to renounce 
the craft. At one time Roman Catholics might join 6 
lodge without incurring ecclesiastical censure, but 
that time has gone by. A proof of the bitterness with 

— of Rome regards the Order is 
furnished by a book just published by a firm of 
Roman Catholic publishers bere. It is a transila- 
tion from the German, and is entitled “ The 
Secret Warfare of Freemasonry Against Church and 
State.” The work, as a whole, ia a farrago of non- 
sense. A long introduction, evidently written by a de- 
vout Roman Catholic, is hardly less ridiculous than 
the rest, but is noteworthy as a testimony to the class 
of ideas current on the subject iu the ranks of the 
Roman Catholice, What clear'y annoys the writer is 
that the Prince of Wales should have accepted the office 
of Grand Master in succewion to the Marquis of 
Ripon, who had to resign on joining the Church of 
Rome. It appears, too, that converts, of whom the 
Marquis of Kipon is douvtiless one, “have conscien- 
tiously asserted that there weis nothing in the princi- 
ples of Freemasonry, as made known to them, which, 
in their judgment, militated against tho system of 
faith and morals imposed upon them by virtue of 
their new allegiance.” ‘The fair conciusion from 
this would be that Freemasonry is not so evil a 
thing after all, A conclusion so simple, seusi- 
ble, and natural is not that drawn by the writer, for 
be alleges that these persons have been hoodwinked, 
and that the real principles and purposes of the Order 
have been carefully concealed from them. As to the 
position of the Roman Catholica, he writes; “ No 
Catholic can enrol) himself in a secret society without 
incarring excommunication; and no Freemason can 
be received into the fold of Curist unless he has pre- 
vious y made up his mind to withdraw altogether from 
such an association.” All Christians are warned 
a guinst a society which is alleged to be the enemy of 
Cormtianity. Its leaders are represented as saying, 
“ Yet a little, and the time will have arrived for the 
revelation and practical realization of our great Gnos- 
tic secret: and we shall see with our own eyes the 
erection of our altar to the Unknown on the ruins of 
an effete Christianity; while from out the sepulchre of 
buried Kings, of buried Governments, of a buried civ- 
ilization, shall arise the Thou of one undivided Re- 
publico—one universal brotherhood, with the apron, 
mallet, triangle, and two mystic pillars, established 
forever as the worla’s sole regalia.” All this would be 
very dreadful were it not so Indicrous, The introduc- 
tion of the Phoenix alone suilices to show that the 


writer must be joking, for no sensible person qa 


refer seriously to that mythical fowl, Worse things 
could occur than the establishment of a universal 
brotherhood, It may be, however, that the cass is not 
so bad as the writer supposes, Hence be says: Even 
should it appear that Freemasonry has been misrep- 
resented, and that the accusations brought against it 
are full of exaggerations and pervermons of truth 
(which, as we believe, the brethren will flud it difficult 
to prove), the fact remaina, notwithstanding, that the 
Masonic oath, as we heave already stated, is 
in itself a serions violation of the natural 
law, which forbids us to abdicate the freedom 
of our will in favor of an unknown and 
self-constitued authority, and to bind ourselves irrev- 
ocably to the propagation of tenets, or to the blind 
execution of orders, about which we are in utter ignor- 
ance at the time, and are, therefore, unable to determine 
whether they are cousistent or not with our moral ob- 
ligations to ourselves, our neighbors, and our God.” 
If it be true that there are 17,000,000 of Masons in the 
world, then the number of us over whom the 
Pope can crercise no control ‘considerabie, and it is 
easy to be ive that he should dread the antagonism of 
gauche multitude. It is certain that the Papa! denun- 
ciations of Freemasoury have had a direct effect in 
adding to the numbers of the craft in this country. 
Books such as this one will operate in like manner. 
Thus the Church of Rome would appear to have 
acted with less than its usual astuteness, Since the 
Prince of Wales joined the Order he has shown « 
great liking for it, and may be said to be an enthu- 
siastic Mason. Most of those who are in authority 
around him think it their duty to join the Order. The 
Rev. Canon Duckworth, who succeeded the late 
Charles Kingsley as Canon of Westminster, and who is 
to go to India as private chaplain to the Prince, was 
initiated into Freemasonry a few weeks ago at the 
Lodge of Antiquity. Canon Duckworth thought it 
as well to qualify himself for accompanying the Prince 
should he visit some of the lodges in India. I may 
add that the Lodge of Antiquity is one of the oldest in 
the world, and one of the most select oo the English 
lodges, By common understanding the number of 
members is limited to thirty. Prince Leopold waa re- 
cently, at his own special request, admitted among 
their uumber. Sir Christopher Wren was for mony 
years Master of that lodge, and he presented to it 
several articles which are now very —— and inter-

sorts essay it ; the malt liquors may leap forth with 
glad gurgle from silver-plated spigot, aud there 
may be music enough, but the true barmony, in 
which each sustains that exact proportion to the 
other that renders boch delicious. is and ever is 
fated to be foreign to the South Side. 
Ou the Nordseite ouly are found the condi- 
tions necessary to the perfect unison of 
both, namely: aa entire populace endowed with 
& retined musical taste, aud which has attamed 
such degree of culture that the sterver sex. in- 
stead Of stealing out between the first and sec- 
ond and second and third parte to imbive spir- 
itual refreshments, and returning flushed aud 
redolent of liquor, quietly keep down their 
temperature with draughts of vool lager or hght 
Rhine wine, which they driok in such moderation 
that the ladies need not tear to join; and then. 
while seated in the open garden, which is flooded 
with light from 100 gas-jets lor the occasion, 
they enjoy the music. So it was to the perfec- 
tion at Lincoin Pavilion Weduesday evening. and 
looking over the throog gathered there one 
couldn't but see that it was not so much the 
music or the malt liquors as it was the audience 
itself that makes the summer-night’s concerts 
ou the North Side a success. 

Over there nobody feels oppressed with that 
latent sense of impropriety, that almost guy 
feeling that overtakes folks on the South Side 
when they venture into a beer-garden. Of 
coulse there are beer-gardens aud beer-gardens, 
andthe better class of beer-gardens of the 
North Bide are very different institutions from 
what pass by that name in other quarters 
of the city. In midsummer, on the North Side, 
the little ones are the best, and the best pat- 
ronized, places of popular amusement, to which 
one takes one’s family or young lady acquaint- 
ances very much as to the opera when a musical 
programme is annouuced. 

The audience, too, has Quite as fine an appre- 
ciation of music as has the operatic audience in 
any of the great cities, and is frequently—as was
